President Tester announced that flags were being flown at half-staff in honor of victims and families of victims of the
recent tsunami in Asia.

Senator Laslovich announced that, at the request of a constituent,  he would be passing the hat to collect donations for
tsunami victims.   He then challenged the body to donate more than both the lobbyist participants as well as the body
across the hall.  Senator Laslovich remarked that donations would then be compiled and donated to a charity of choice
on behalf of the Montana Legislature.
